Miss Aylesworth demonstrated her abili- 
ty as a detective, and if she proves as apt 
in her chosen profession there is no ques- 
tion that she will eventually overcome all 
Obstacles and make a success on the stage. 

Nov. an advertisement appeared in & 
St. Louis newspaper asking for chorus 
girls. Miss Aylesworth had appeared in 
amateur entertainments, and had on 8€v- 
eral occasions filled brief vaudeville en- 
eeente. But she wanted an engagement 
nh opera and decided that the chorus was 
better than nothing. 

Eleven other girls were caught by the se- 
ductive advertisement. They called on Mr. 
Hoyt at Chatsworth Hall, Seventeenth and 
Olive streets, and alluring inducements 
were offered them. Each was_ engaged. 
Bach was required to deposit $15 for cos- 
tumes, and each complied. 

The name of the organization was the 
“Rag Time Comedy Co.”’ Despite this name 
Mr. Hoyt decided to pay Camilile, And re- 
hearsals were given for just one week at 
Chatsworth Hall. Not all of the girls were 
to appear in the cast, but they were kept 
as acceszories. 

On Dec. 1 all of the girls were instructed 
to report at the St. James Hotel with their 
baggage. The company was to open in 
Kansas Citv in a few days and Manager 
Hoyt wished to have his company in readi- 
ness to depart on a moment's notice.

As a necessary preliminary to the wed- 
ing of his only daughter in far-off Switzer- 
land, Dominick Schmidt of 1234 Old Man- 
chester road is engaged in securing cer- 
tified copies of the records of his marriage, 
the birth of his daughter and the death 
of his wife.

Dominick Schmidt was born in Venezuela, 
where his father had emigrated from Ger- 
many. He came to St. Louis, however, in 
his youth.

ter Letitia after Mrs. Fulfe. 

When Letitia was 8 vears old her mother 
died. When she was 13 her father agreed 
at Mrs. Fulie’s suggestion to send her to 
England to study music and languages. 
She attended a conservatory at Kent, Eng- 
land. After she had spent two years 
there, Mrs. Fulie w@nt from her home in 
Caracas to London and joined her niece.

These are the findings of the court of ap- 
peals Tuesday in the case of Mary Maag 
against Milton F. Williams, garnishee of 
Jchn Maag. ; 

Maag was first married in 1895 and a son 
born of this union. He was divorced and in 
1900 married the plaintiff, Mary Maag. They 
had one child, a daughter. In December, 
1ff0, this Mrs. Maag obtained a divorce, the 
court awarding her the custody of the child 
and $20 per month alimony. 

Last year Maag remarried his first wife 
and is at present supporting her and the 
child by their former union. 

Mrs. Mary Maag claims Maag failed to 
pay her the alimony and contributed noth- 
ing to the support of the child. 

Maag claimed he owed his employer, Wil- 
llams, the money and could not pay the 
amount prescribed by court. Mrs. Maag 
obtained judgment against the garnishee of 
her former husband's wages and he ap- 
pealed. Her attorneys claimed that as 
Maag had remarried he was the head of 
a family and was under the law exempt 
from garnishment.

POSITION HELD A FEE OFFICE. 


SERVED ON PROBATE BENCH 
THREE YEARS WITHOUT PAY. 


Probate Judge Henderson of St. Louts 
has just received a message to the effect 
that the Supreme Court of Missouri has 
declared the law making his office a sal- 
aried one instead of an office whose in- 
cumbent is paid by fees is unconstitutional, 
and that his suit against the city for un- 
paid fees amounting to about $65,000, there- 


fore, has been won. 
Judge Henderson has held the office 
three years without accepting a cent of 
pay. Because the state legislature had 
passed the law making it a salaried office 
at $2500 a year he declined to accept such 
nay as that would afford. The clerk of 
the court déclined to allow him his fees, 
such as former judges had received. 

Accordingly Judge Henderson sued the 
city and Willlam Koenig, his court clerk, 
to compel them to pay the fees. 

In fees the office is worth about $20,000 a 
year.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—In a drizzling fain 
and in the presence of a brilliant assem- 
blage, amidst cheering, music of bands and 
the roar of cannot, the German Emper- 
or’s new schooner-yacht Meteor was launch- 
ed from Shooters’ Isiand today. 

Unlike the weather, the afrangements 
were perfect, and no untoward incident 
marred the occasion. 

The President, Mrs. and Miss Roosevelt, 
Prince Henry and the distinguished party 
accompanying them were enthusiastically 
cheered on arriving at the platform built 
just back of the bow of the Meteor. 

Without delay, after greetings had been 
exchanged, Miss Roosevelt stepped forward 
and taking in her hand a silver-covered 
bottle containing German champagne, broke 
it on the side of the vessel. 

Immediately she seized a silver ax and 
severed the rope which released the weights 
holding the Meteor. The vessel went grace- 


out at the taf: : 
came enthusiastic cheering. oe 
Miss Roosevelt wore a dreas of sapphire 
blue velvet, a large black hat trimmed with 
ostrich feathers and a fur muff and boa. 


Prince and President 

Are Photographed. 

The boat bearing the President and 
Prince Henry had time to spare on the run 
down to Shooter’s Isiand and it was decid- 
ed to swing around the special squadron 
at anchor off Staten island. The squad- 
ron fired 21 guns and manned sides in honor 
of the President. The fisgship Illinois and 
the Cincinnati fired first and then the 
Olympla and San Francisco offered their 
tribute of uowder. President Roosevelt and 
Prince Henry were photographed together 
and then took a brisk walk together 
through the cabin of the ferryboat. 

The party proceeded directly from the 
ferryboat to the stand which had been 
erected at the in-shore end of the ways on 
which the Meteor rested. The President 
and prince, with Mrs. and Miss Roosevelt, 
arrived on the platform at 10:22. Thé prince 
conducted Miss Roosevelt to the small plat- 
form immediately under the bow of the 
boat. On this platform at the time of the 
launching were President Roosevelt, Prince 
Henry, Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, the 
Mayor of New York and Ambassador von 
Holleben. While waiting the prince and 
Miss Roosevelt chatted. The entire as 
semblage, taking its cue from the prince 
and the President's daughter, was in merry 
mood.

Exactly at 10:39 Miss Roosevelt broke the 
champagne bottle with vigorous and effec- 
tive hand, saying: “In the name of the 
German Emperor I christen thee Meteor.” 

Guns roared, bands played and the great 
cheering lasted for several minutes. The 
prince handed a bouquet to Miss Roosevelt 
and then, raising his hat, in a few words 
acknowledged the cheering of this on ‘the 
main plaiform. The launch ocurred with- 
out any mishap. The President's daughter 
lifted a silver hatchet and struck the rope. 
It parted clearly and down came the 
weigats. The wedges flew up and owt. The 
yacht trembled, started forward and then 
slid slowly down into the water to 
cheers of the distinguished gathering.

ACCURATELY DESCRIBED. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2%.—The Kaiser's 
yacht Meteor, launched today, will spread, 
as nearly as can be figured from the sail 
plan, 11,612 square feet of canvas, under 
the measurement rule of the New York 
Yacht C 


‘lub. 

The mainmast, which Is of Oregon pine 
and a beautiful plece of wood, is 21 inches 
in diameter. It is stepped 68 feet aft of the 
forward.end of the water line, and from 
deck to cap measures 89 feet. The main- 
topmast is 60 feet over all, of which 17 feet 
are in the doublings, so that from deck to 
truck the mainmast is 132. feet. 
boom, which is 82 feet over all, is five feet 
above the deck at the gooseneck, so that 
there is: plenty of room on the quarterdeck 
for any one to move about without any 
danger of being struck by the boom while 
the ship is’ being sailed. To measure the 
spread of canvas the length from the up- 
per side of the mainboom to the sheave of 
the topsail halliard block is taken, and this 
on the Meteor III wtil bé 119 feet. The 
foremast. which is 20 inches in. diameter, 
is stepped: 29 feet aft of the forward end of 
the water line. From deck to cap it mea- 
sures 8&4 feet. The fore topmast measures 
55 feet over all. of which 16 feet are in the 
doublings, so that from deck to truck the 
foremast measures 123 feet. The foreboom 
is 36 feet in length. At the gooseneck it 
is-four feet above the deck and from the 
boom tothe fore topsail halliard block mea- 
sures 114 feet. 

From the end of the bowsprit to the end 
of. the m om is 195 feet 6 inches, and 
the. base HMhe for measurement is taken 
from the end.of the mainboom to a point 
midway bétween tHe jibstay and the jib 
topsail stay, This is 192 feet. The bows rit 
extends 24 feet outboard and from the fore 
side of the foremast to the end of the bow- 
spric is 71 feet. 

The main. gaff is 48 feet long and the 
foregaff is 36. feet long. The excess of the 
main gaff over per cent of the main 
topmast measured from the hounds to the 
topsail hafifard block is 4 feet, and this is 
‘added to .the base tine for measurement. 
The club ‘topsail spars are 62 and 41 feet 
long respéctively, the yard being 52 feet. 
These spars will carry the largest club top- 
sai} intendod for use and when set the 
hend of the sail will be 146 feet above the 
deek and 150 feet above the water. The 
hoist of the mainsail and foresail will be 
56 feet each. The mainsail will be 98 feet 
long on the leach, and the foresail 80 feet 
long cn the leach. 

The running gear of the yacht ifs all sim- 
ply. arranged. The peak halliards on the 
fore and main masts run through three 
blocks on the masts and three blocks slung 
on vridles on each gaff. For the throat 
halliards a triple block is set on each gaff 
and on each mast just below the hounds 
is another three-sheave block. 

- ‘The yacht is built of steel throughout, in 
and out plated, and built for strength. The 
stem is a heavy steel angle, carefully 
farged to the bevel and sweep, butt straps 
inside forming the rabbet for the fore end 
of the plates. The frames are steel an- 
les about 2x3 inches. The keel ts of the 
trough ‘pattern, with the lead run inside. 
The rails, waterways and hatch coamings 
are of teak. The hatch coamings are 4x8

Mrs, Richardson’s Boys Not 
Preseut, 


THE STATE WANTS THEM. 


HOLDS THAT THEY ARE IMPORT- 
ANT WITNESSES. 


The Appearance of a Certain Woman 
on the Witness Stand, It Is 
Feared, May Lead to An- 
other Tragedy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAVANNAH, Mo., Feb. 25.—An application 
for a continuance was filed by Prosecuting 
Attorney Booher today in the case of the 
Btate against Stewart Fife, charged with 
the Richardson murder. The motion will 
be taken up later, and it is likely that a 
continuance will be granted. Booher has 
asked for a continuance.-on the ground that 


two important witnesses for the state, John 
and Frank Richardson, the sens of the 
murdered man, cannot be present at this 
term of court. The two witnesses had been 
Buinmmoned, but Mrs. Richardson sent them 
to Tuxas with their grandfather. 

Fife is anxious to be tried ut this term 
of court, and his attorney said in open 
court today that they were willing to walve 
the 24 hours allowed by law after the fuing 
of the new information, protesting that tne 
Were anxious to start at once into the trial. 

Fife sat throughout the morning session of 
court again today by the side of his moth- 
er, und looked calmly at the crowd about 
him. There was no demonstration at any 
time in the courtroom. One or two persuns 
Shuek rands with Fife. 


Testimony May 
Cause a Tragedy. 

Fife and his friends have nothing to 
say about the case, except to predict his 
acquittal. What h!s defense will be is still 
as much of a mystery as ever, although it 
is generally understood that it is to be an 


alibi, and that a married woman in 8a- 
vVannah will testify that he was in her 
company at the time Richardsen was killed. 
The woman whom the gossips Bay is go- 
ing to swear that Fife was with her has 
been summoned as a witness by the de- 
fense, but she has never told anybody what 
her evidence will be. She has not said, to 
anybody outside the case, at any rate, that 
Fife was with her the night of the Rich- 
ardson murder. It is said here that if this 
woman testifies to wage tags | of that kind, 
there will be another tragedy in Savannah 
before she leaves the witness stand. Her 
husband is a well-known young man here, 
and comes of a good family. Heretofore he 
has had implicit confidence in his wife, and 
if she testifies as the gossips say she will, 
the surprise she will cause her husband will 
be much greater than to anybody else, 
nearly everybody else having heard the 
gossip about her connection with the case.

In 1887 Mrs. Annie E. Ruff of Philadelphia 


delivered to James R. Milner of Spring- 
field, Mo., to be invested in Green 
County, Mo. 

Her petition states that this money was 
loaned to Isaac Teague and was to yield her 
$230 interest. She says in December, 1854, 
she instructed a friend who was to visit 
Springfield to look after her property. 
Through him she avers she learned that 
the land had been sold Oct. 17, 1890, and 
she says there had been no accounting. 

She states that Milner paid interest to 
her on the money until 1899 when he 
claimed he owed her nothing under the 
state five year law of limitation. This con- 
tention was upheld 4 the circuit court. 

Judge Bland of the Court of Appeals 
Tuesday ruled that Milner was trustee of 
an express trust, that he did not deny that 
trust and that the statue of limitation does 
not apply.

LAWNS TO BE EMBELLISHED. 


Engelmann Botanical Society Suggests 
Plan for Making Homes 
Prettier. 


At a meeting of the Englemann Botanical 
Club at the High School Monday night the 
members of the civic improvement commit- 
tee placed before the public their proposed 
course of work. Prof. Herman von Schrenk 
of Washington University briefly stated the 
plan taken by the club to beautify the 


etreets of St. Louls. 
The plan of the committee ts to distribute 
among the schools a gmall pamphlet tell- 
jing what trees and shrubs will thrive best 
in St. Louis, when, where and how to plant 
them. In order to interest the children 
prizes will be given to those phere 2 the 
reatest improvements around their home. 
“his prize will = be a cash prize, but a 
button or a badg 
Prof. von Schrenk believes that to inter- 
est the children is the surest way to suc- 
cess. He says that in every heart there is 
a strong desire to create. If the children 
are interested they will protect and take 
pride in caring for the trees instead of mu- 
tilating and destroying them. 
rof. Von Schrenk thinks that grown 
een are too busy to pay much attention 
yp tn aed the city. Aside from the 
goon results toward civic improvement, the 
planting and caring of trees will keep the 
children busy and give them a chance to 
study the development of life and bring 
them closer to nature. 


CLIMATIC DIFFICULTIES. 
A tew cf the difficulties we have to con- 
tend with are the climatic influences. St. 


Louis is in a belt of windstorms. These 
etorms break branches off the trees. This 
cannot be overcome, except by planting 
hardy trees, those not easily broken. 

Second, the gases in the air from soft 
coal of the large manufacturing establish- 
ments, and the dust, which choke the pores 
of the leaves; the gas in the ground, 
caused by the defective gas pipes; the hard 
clay, with which St. Louis is underlaid, 
is another drawback, but it can be over- 
come by enriching the soil. 

Third, the mutilation and destruction of 
the trees by small boys, by hitching horses 
to trees and other causes. There is an or- 
dinance covering the last-named clause, 
and it should be enforced, but it is not the 
purpose of the club and members to enforce 
the law. They appeal to the pride of every 
individual citizen. 

The kind of trees that do best in St. Louis 
are: First, the sycamore, soft maple and 
popiar: second, sSweet-gum, ash and white 

irch. Elms will not do well in St. Louis. 
It is time and money wasted to plant them. 

The best time for planting is in Novem- 
ber, the next best in the early spring if 
the conditions are favorable. Trees should 
be planted 32 feet apart. . The drainage 
should be good. 

Prof. von Schrenk illustrated his talk by 
lantern slides, comparing St. Louis with 
other cities. ‘Also usthations as to the 
proper method of tree planting, pruning and 
me and the proper method of drain- 


We. J. Stevens, principal of the Pope 
Bchool, read a paper on “Nature Study for 
Children. His idea is that by the study 
of plants the best knowledge of nature 
can be derived. He said plants and plant 
growing are Rig best studies of nature. St. 
souls may be a beautiful city. It will be 
when every individual, whether he lives in 
his own house or a rented one, does his 
part to bring about the desired result.” 


PAVING CONSIDERED. 


A general discussion was entered into by 
aes Von. Schrenk, Frederic N. Judson, H. 
Irish, Dr. Gladfelter and others, relative 
iz the remarks made by Prof. Von Schrenk 
and as to the best paving. Prof. Von. 
Schrenk advocated the use of wood or brick 
ving. Preferably wood, as it would al- 
OW @ greater amount of moisture and air 
to pass to the roots of the tree. This was 
thought feasible by some present, on ac- 
count of the six to nine inches of itmpen- 
etrable cement which forms a foundation 
to a paving. 
Von "achrenk said that during the 
past summer he had been employed by the 
Inited States government to make this @ 
special study. From his observation in 
uropean cities, and other cities of the 
United States, he found that the cement 
would allow the passage of water, that it 
was not so impervious as the street en- 
gineer would have the public believe. 
he matter of having the sidewalk made 
next to the street and the strip cf ground 
usually between the curbing and the side- 
walk allowed beineen the sidewalk ard 
the house was discussed. This metnud was 
considered to be a good ene. Aside from 
giving the tree ample space in which to 
epread its roots and placing it beyond the 
reach of the driver and his horse the street 
would he in better condition. The water

@cquired 120 acres and has spent already 
$760,000. 

“We have acquired all the property with 
@he exception of ten lots. 

“At the start we will employ 6&0 hands at 
the glass works and the population of the 
town will be about 3000 by the time the 
plant is in operation. 


“The enterprise dates from the discovery 


that an immenre hill at Pacific cdntains 
the best sand in the country for the man- 
ufacture of glass. It contains 91 per cent 
silica and the same sand that is used for 
grinding can be used for melting purposes. 

“Tf our process proves successful as we 
have every reason to believe it will we can 
manufacture plate glass and, in fact, every 


other kind of glass cheaper than any other 


factory in America. We will be independent 
of the Pittsburg Plate Glass Co. We have 
Jet contracts for several buildings and will 
have the whole townsite sewered and laid 
out for a park system, electric lights and 
every convenience of a city. 

‘The plant, Mr. Darley says, will be in 
charge of D. J. Murnane. The chief engin- 
eer in charge of the work will be Robert 
Naysmith. : 

“There is sand enough,’’ Mr. Darley says 
“to least 1000 years at a capacity of 40,000 
-@quare feet of glass a day. 

“Bome skilled mechanics will be brought 
from Pittsburg, but the majority will be 
@ecured locally.

COURT OF APPEALS ORDERS HIS 
BONUS SUIT BACK. 


HE WAS PROMISED $300. 


Reward Was to Be Paid for Good Play- 
ing, but Club Clamed This Was 
Not Above the Average. 


The Philadelphia Baseball Club may yet 
have to pay the $300 it promised Third- 
Raseman Lave Cross as a bonus for good 
playing during the season of 1897. 

In a decision by the Court of Appeals 
Tuesday the cause is sent back to the cir- 
cult court with instructions that it be tried 
again befcre a jury. 

In the cause of action it Is alleged that 
the baseball club vromised in writing to 


give Cross this money at the end of the sea- 
son if his playing was above _ reproach. 
This certificate the club carfully kept in 
its own possssion. 

When the summer was done the $300 bonus 
was not forthcoming and upon application 
for it Cross was informed, he says, that he 
bad not earned it, that his playing had not 
beon above the average and that in 132 
games of the schedule he had participated 
in only 8. 

Cross sued in this city before a justice 
and secured judgment for the full amount. 
This judgment he assigned to Attorney 
William A. Kinnerk of St. Louis. The ball 
club eneseiee to the circuit court. The 
trial judge held that the certificate con- 
taining this agreement between Cross and 
his en eltes should be produced by the 
plaintiff. This Mr. Kinnerk could not do 
and the jury was instructed to find for the 
defendant. 

The court of appeals held in its decision 
Tuesday that the fact the certificate was 
not produced by the plaintiff did not ab- 
solve the other contracting party from its 
obligaion and that this point should have 
been waived by the trial judge and the case 
given to the jury to decide on its merits. 

The decision of the aircuit court was re- 
versed and the cause remanded for trial.
